Says Mr Simmonds, “New figures show that levels of 
vehicle crime in Northamptonshire are higher than 
for Merseyside. Some forces have half the rate of 


vehicle crime that our county does. If 
Northamptonshire had the same lower levels of 
vehicle crime as Northumbria (a force which 
contains large and challenging urban areas such as 
Newcastle and Sunderland) there would be 2,000 
fewer victims of vehicle crime offences each year in 
the county 

“This has been a long-term problem. Despite some 
progress to bring levels down in recent years, the gap with 
other areas of the country remains. Most worryingly, this 
year the levels of these crimes are sharply on the increase 
-up by more than 10%. 

This is the single biggest rise year to date in the country 
for these serious acquisitive crimes and certainly biggest 
rise in the county for the last decade. 

“To regain control and stop this emerging crime wave, 
there are two critical things that need to happen. 

“Firstly, the force needs to become much more effective at 
catching criminals. Fewer than one in every 13 vehicle 
crimes was detected in the financial year 2011 -12. This is 
one of the lowest rates in the country. With 12 out of 
every 13 car thieves getting away with it, it is difficult for 
local people to feel confident their police force is 
effectively protecting their property and getting to grips 
with the criminals in their midst. 

“Secondly, there is a need to get to grips and to get tough 
with the local drugs problem. The vast majority of serious 
acquisitive crimes such as burglary and vehicle crime are 
committed by drug users to fund their drugs use. 

“Northamptonshire Police has not had a dedicated drugs 
squad for many years, and this is reflected in local drugs 
markets which are out of control in some areas. Creating a 
drugs squad now needs to be given urgent consideration. 
The police need better intelligence and tough enforcement 
to take the dealers off the streets for good. My goal as 
police and crime commissioner will be nothing short of 
drug eradication, not a tolerance of a certain level of drugs 
use blighting our communities and so many young lives. 
Treatment for drugs users also needs to be improved - 
there should be only one choice for those who offend to 
feed their habits, prison or full compliance with treatment 
and a life totally free 
of crime.”

CALL FOR ZERO TOLERANCE... 


Police and Crime Commissioner

“I know that there has been an 
increased police presence in the town 
on recent weekends and arrests have 
been made, but all this needs to be 
substantially stepped up through zero 
tolerance, swift arrests and rapid 
justice. 


“If elected as police and crime 
commissioner I want to see services 
such as magistrates courts and 
probation working on Saturdays and 
Sundays to ensure people arrested 
are brought to justice and dealt with 
quickly and effectively.

FOOTNOTE: 

Councils are gaining new powers to 


deal with alcohol fuelled violence and 
anti social behaviour. New 
government measures mean that later 
this year local councils will be able to: 

• use early morning alcohol 
restriction orders (EMROs) to 
restrict the sale of alcohol in 
all or part of their areas 
between midnight and 6am; 

• charge a levy for late-night 
licences to contribute to the 
cost of extra policing, and 
other costs linked to late-night 
drinking like street cleaning.

Many people have written letters 
to their local papers in support of 
Adam Simmonds. Here are two of 
them. 

We are both retired, experienced senior officers with 
Northamptonshire Police. 

On November 15th the people of Northamptonshire have the 
chance to vote for their first elected Police and Crime 
Commissioner. We want to see the election of a police and 
crime commissioner who will bring direction and leadership to 
policing and criminal justice in the County. 

We have met Adam Simmonds, the Conservative candidate for 
the role and heard his plans in some detail. We sincerely believe 
that he is the man for the job. We strongly support his plans to 
reduce violent crime, crack down on anti-social behaviour and 
ensure more is done for victims of crime, and also to bring more 
efficiency, accountability and leadership to the fight against 
crime.

■ I will lead a major campaign to engage the public, 
community groups, agencies, politicians and will personally 
provide the visible leadership required to bring people together 
to achieve real outcomes for the vulnerable.

Most of the country achieved reductions last year in violence. 
The growth in violence in Northamptonshire represented one of 
the worst increases in violence across the whole of England 
and Wales. Northamptonshire’s figures are close to those for 
Merseyside and Greater Manchester. If the police are to 
seriously get to grips with violent crime then there must be 
stronger and clearer policy and leadership. 

Domestic violence impacts fundamentally on personal safety 
and well-being for adults and children; most homicides are 
domestic and most victims are women. This is an area where 
the police need to be joined with schools, hospitals, 
neighbourhoods and faith groups to tackle a growing problem. 

Hate crime - any violent crime that targets individuals based 
upon prejudice and hatred is particularly pernicious; an 
individual act of violence can make a whole community feel 
unsafe. 

ANTI SOCIAL BEHAVIOUR 


measuring quality of life for neighbourhoods. In many 
ways ASB is a ‘gateway crime’ leading from at best low 
level offending to more serious criminality. For most 
communities, blue light responses remain far from 
consistent. This must change. 

■ I will be on the side of local people leading a major change in 
how agencies respond to local neighbourhood problems; 

■ I will put in place a new approach to preventing anti social 
behaviour, actively involving local charities, building on 
successes such as the JAM Project in Corby; 

■ I will lead a new multi-agency approach to anti social 
behaviour to create for the first time a ‘one stop shop’ single 
telephone number and web address for reporting issues of anti 
social behaviour; and work to ensure agencies work as one to 
promptly and effectively resolve local problems. 



The fight against the misuse of drugs and the criminality 
which attaches itself like glue to those addicted is at the 
very heart of making Northamptonshire the Safest Place 
in England. 

More must be done to tackle drug users who fund their habits 
by victimising local communities. We need to get tougher. In 
particular police, probation and health services need to be 
better integrated. The response to teenage heroin users who 
are offending needs to be massively strengthened, as this 
group represents the prolific adult offenders of the future. 
Thefts from vehicles are often committed by drug users. 

These have risen sharply in our county over the last year, 
indicating that the local drugs market is not being brought 
under control. 

Binge drinking is a huge problem impacting on our local 
neighbourhoods. We need to challenge attitudes. Being drunk 
does not absolve people from the responsibility for what they 
then do and it doesn’t do anything to take away the 
consequences for them or their victims of their actions

POLICE 

The next few years will be very challenging for a police 
service expected to reduce crime with fewer resources. 
Police and crime commissioners will inevitably have to 
make hard choices on what to prioritise. 

I want to support the police; I also want to be the elected head 
of an organisation that is trusted by local people; that is known 
as a force for good, not just one of strength. 

The challenge is not to moan about cuts. It is to transform how 
the force gets the best out of the considerable resources it still 
has, to ensure that the service at the front-line for local people 
goes from strength to strength. 

Being proud of our police and cherishing the strong traditions 
of British policing is however not the same as arguing that 
nothing need ever change, or that all that matters is raw 
investment and officer numbers rather than the reform of what 
those police officers are actually doing. 

A relatively low proportion of police resources is properly 
focused on the front-line. Policing works best through the 
professionalism of the front-line constable, able to exercise 
common sense and professional judgement. Front-line 
officers must be freed up from form-filling, policies and codes 
of practice, and the hundreds of managers we currently pay 
to sit on their shoulders. 

There is more than one manager of a more senior rank for 
every three constables in our county, a ratio that feels totally 
disproportionate and a management ratio one would not 
expect in any other organisation, public or private. The senior 
ranks must be radically stripped out to build up the number of 
constables on the front line. Almost a third of police officers in 
our county did not make a single arrest last year. That needs 
to radically change. 

The real debate is not about police officer numbers (after all, 
we already have hundreds who aren’t doing the job of a police 
constable as the public would define and understand it). It is 


■ I will put more police on the beat, increasing by at least 100 
the number of front-line constables; 


■ I will work with the Chief Constable so that we radically 
reduce the number of senior officers, including in time 
removing two of the more senior ranks from the force 
altogether; 

■ I will reduce the budget for back office administration by a 
third, ploughing millions of pounds of additional savings 
directly into front-line policing; 

■ I want a good PCSO concept made better and radically 
rebuilt (including volunteer PCSOs, better deployment and 
clearer success criteria); 

■ I want the Special Constabulary expanded and used to 
transform county policing just like the Territorial Army and 
retained fire fighters contribute to their agencies - with 
‘Specials’ in villages and parishes bringing back the ‘local 
bobby’; 

■ I will close the current large headquarters site at Wootton 
Hall, reinvesting the savings directly into front-line policing in 
our local neighbourhoods. 


I believe very strongly in getting bobbies out from behind 
desks and back on the beat, ‘reducing bureaucracy’, reforming 
work practices, becoming more intelligence-led, dealing with 
long-term problems of restricted duties and sickness. 



TRAINING OF 

SPECIAL 

CONSTABLES 

In Northamptonshire, there are 12 sessions of training at 
weekends spread out over roughly six months. Then they 
patrol alongside a 'tutor constable', basically just a 
normal PC, where they are assessed against a competency 
framework. During this period they are out and on patrol, 
but not independently. When all the competencies are 
completed they are then available to patrol independently. 

Training is typically about twelve months from initial recruiting to 
independent patrol. Some forces do it faster, in a more 
condensed way, so perhaps Northamptonshire could too. 

If elected as police and crime commissioner Adam Simmonds 
wants to enable parishes to have their own special constable. 
Many parishes are keen to do so. What a shame that other 
candidates want to rubbish the idea. 


SIMMONDS CALL 
FOR VICTIMS 
ECHOED BY FORMER 
MET CHIEF 



Calls by Adam Simmonds for more to be done for victims 
of crime have also been made by one of Britain’s former 
top policemen. 

One of Adam’s key pledges is to put victims of crime at the 
centre of the criminal justice system instead of criminals. 

He said, “I want to see victims of crime put first, not criminals, 
with much more being done to help and support victims of 
crime. And I want to see people feeling that they can have more 
trust and confidence in the police than they do now. All too often 
the system and money is focused on criminals, court 
procedures and their care, whilst victims of crime such as 
violence and burglary can be left to pick up the pieces 
themselves, frequently with little or no support from the police or 
anyone else. 

“So my campaign is also about dealing with those who are the 
victims of crime. The fallout for them can impact for decades 
and possibly even lifetimes on individuals and communities. 

“Proper protection and support for victims of crime is 
fundamental to my vision of a reformed criminal justice system. 
Victims of crime must be able to rely on swift, sure justice 
which punishes offenders properly, and on intelligent justice 
which demands that offenders face up to the causes of their 
behaviour, protecting future victims from similar trauma. 

“But more than that, victims need sympathetic and timely 
support which helps them to recover, as well as to understand 
and cope with the inevitable stresses of investigation and trial. 
This support should be properly funded, increasingly by 
offenders rather than taxpayers. Cash compensation should be 
focused on blameless victims of the most serious crimes. 

In the ‘Sunday Telegraph’, Sir Paul Stephenson, who headed the 
Metropolitan Police until last year, said that with hindsight he 
was unsure he had always struck the right balance between 
pursuing tough sanctions for criminals and allowing the 
widening of softer, “diversionary schemes” for offenders during 
his 35-year career as a police officer. 

Adam Simmonds concluded, “I agree entirely with the views 
expressed by Sir Paul Stephenson when he says that too many 
offenders are handed a slap on the wrist - such as a police 
caution or on-the-spot fine - rather than being prosecuted in the 
courts for their crimes. And that police and the courts will 
“never properly command the confidence of the public” unless 
they deal seriously with burglars, violent criminals and those 
who exhibit persistent anti-social behaviour.”

Riot 'copycat’ gang pay 
price for night of terror

ELEVEN people have been locked up for a 
total of 17 years for their part in copycat 
violence that spread across the town during 
last summer’s national riots. 

Northampton Crown Court Judge Richard 


Bray, sentencing the group, told them their 
behaviour on the night of August 9, 2011, was 
‘intimidating’. 

He said: “This incident took place at the 
height of last summer’s riots; riots which 
caused considerable suffering and damage to 
the public. 

“You must have known this and yet you were 


prepared to join in with copycat disturbances 
in this town.” The group, most of whom wore 
masks and hoodies, were involved in a number 
of incidents that night, including: 

■ Throwing bricks at police officers and vans 

■ Intimidating drivers of cars 

■ Pushing over an elderly man and pelting a 
bystander who went to help with missiles 


Speaking after the hearing, Detective 
Constable Liz Ansell, who investigated the 
offences, said: “In particular we are pleased the 
judge recognised how serious the incident 
could have been if not for the brave and imme¬ 
diate actions of the officers involved.”

Staff fears 
over shared 
service bid 

BACK office staff are 
facing an uncertain future 
as a council looks to 
transfer employees to 
another company. 

Yesterday, Northampton 
Borough Council 
announced it was hoping 
to share its services 
through the Local 
Government Shared 
Services [LGSS] in a bid to 
save £9.45 million. 

The county council 
already use the scheme. 

Leader of the borough 
council, David Mackintosh, 
said this would protect 
frontline services from 
budget cuts. 

He said: “There are 
difficult decisions to take 
and this helps make 
savings and jointly protect 
frontline services.” 

He added: “There might 
have to be reductions in 
staffing.” 

But leader of the Liberal 
Democrat group, Cllr Sally 
Beardsworth, said: “Many 
staff will be extremely 
concerned given that the 
staff at Conservative 
controlled county council 
are facing massive pay 
cuts and drastic changes 
in their terms and condi¬ 
tions. Hard working 
borough council staff face 
an uncertain future.

COPYCAT rioters took to the 
streets of Northampton wear¬ 
ing masks and hoodies in a 
‘deliberate attempt’ to intimi¬ 
date the public at the height of 
riots which spread country¬ 
wide. 

The group, of up to 30 young 
people, initially gathered in 
Abington Park before they set 
off on an aggresive campaign 
through the town. 

Eleven members of the gang 
were last week put away for a 
total of 17 years for their part in 
the disorder. 

They were first reported to 
the police at around 7pm on 
August 9, 2011, by members of 
the public who were concerned 
that they had seen them with 
petrol cans - one of whom was 
19-year-old Levi Holder. 

Police reports came in over 
the next two hours of the gang 


heading through the town via 
The Racecourse, Colwyn Road, 
Shakespeare Road, Kettering 
Road, Exeter Place, Welling¬ 
borough Road, Bouverie Walk 
and South Street. 

At Northampton Crown Court 
Matthew Lowe, prosecuting, 
said: “This incident involves a 
relatively substantial public 
disturbance on the streets of 
Northamptonshire during the 
height of nationwide riots. 

“These defendants’ behav¬ 


iour was copycat behaviour, 
seeking to mimic what was tak¬ 
ing place in larger cities, pre¬ 
dominantly, across the UK.” 

In a packed court last 
Thursday it was heard that dur¬ 
ing the disorder the ten young 
men and one woman, aged 
between 17-22, were in the 
group that pelted officers and 
vehicles with bricks and stones, 
ran out in front of cars on busy 
streets, smashed a police van’s 
windscreen and pushed an eld-

Complaints row PCC 
candidate quits race

AN independent Police and 
Crime Commissioner candidate 
who has a complaint against the 
Chief Constable of the county 
Force has decided not to stand.

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Station to explore history ahead of £20m revamp 


ARCHAEOLOGISTS will be on 
site of the new £20 million train 
station this weekend. 

A small area of the short stay 
car park at Northampton railway 
station will be closed from 
Sunday so experts from 
Northamptonshire Archaeology 
can excavate what was part of 
Northampton Castle. 

In medieval times 
Northampton Castle was situat¬ 
ed on part of the current station. 

However, it is believed that 
most remains were destroyed 
and displaced over time as the 
railway developed. 

Located in the Northampton 
Enterprise Zone, the new facility 


will be almost twice the size of 
the existing building and is due 
to start being constructed next 
year, for completion in 2014. 

Chris Garden, director of 
regeneration at West North¬ 
amptonshire Development 
Corporation said: “Clearly, it is 
very important that the develop¬ 
ment of Northampton Station 
respects the rich history and 
heritage of the site. 

“The archaeological assess¬ 
ment is a key step in our prepa¬ 
rations and will help to inform 
how we deliver the new and 
improved station.” 

Leader of Northamptonshire 
County Council, Councillor Jim 


Harker, said: “The new station is 
central to the work to generate 
economic growth in 
Northampton and indeed 
Northamptonshire as a whole 
and the county council is 
pleased to be able to play a piv¬ 
otal role in bringing it forward. 

“While its redevelopment is crit¬ 
ical in helping kick-start our 
economy it is also an opportunity 
to explore and better understand 
the rich heritage of this site. 

“We can utilise the new devel¬ 
opment of the station as not just 
a physical gateway to the town 
but also a place to showcase the 
heritage of the Castle site and the 
town as a whole.”

Lake makeover will return it to former glory 


A LAKE is to get an £80,000 
facelift to make it more 
appealing to wildlife. 

The Environment Agency and 
Northampton Borough Council 
have joined forces to transform 
Abington Brook Lake at the 
junction of Billing Road and 
Weston Mill Lane, in Northampton. 


The project includes removing 
silt and rubbish. Last month, 
trees and shrubs were trimmed 
to allow machinery to access the 
site. 

The lake, which measures about 
90m by 30m, used to attract 
birds such as swans and ducks 
and other wildlife but has 


gradually become overgrown, 
silted-up and a dumping ground 
for rubbish. 

Around 2,000 tonnes of silt will 
be removed using long-reach 
excavators and deposited on 
council-owned land. Fish living in 
the lake have also been removed 
and released downstream.

Within the first days of being 
thrown into the limelight, the 
town was struck by tragedy when 
two young women were crushed 
to death at Lava Ignite nightclub. 

Councillor Mackintosh is on 
call 24/7 - so when incidents like 
that occur he is often woken in 
the night to make him aware of 
what is happening in the town - 
be it police-related or emergency 
situations like when Billing 
Aquadrome was evacuated in 
May because of flooding. 

He said: “It was just a normal 
day when I got a call about 
Billing. I was here in the office 
and then suddenly this 
happened and officers were 
coming to tell me that the evacu¬ 
ation plan had been activated 
and residents were being taken 
to Lings Forum. 

“On days like that everything 
that you have planned just goes 
out of the window. 

“You have to be prepared for 
anything. My phone can go at 
any time of the day and I have to 
keep it loud during the night so 
that it wakes me up.” 

This week is Local Democracy 
Week and Cllr Mackintosh is 
keen to encourage people to get 








involved with what’s going on at 
the council and learn about what 
it does for them. 

At just 33, Cllr Mackintosh is 
quite different to the image most 
people have in mind when they 
think of a councillor and he 


hopes that with youth on his side 
he can help make a bigger 
impact on the town. 

He said: “I think I prove that 
you don’t have to be old and grey 
to be a councillor and I hope that 
changes people’s perceptions

and shows that people of all ages 
and backgrounds can get 
involved. I don’t agree that you 
have to have served 20-30 years 
on the council to lead the 
authority. 

“Especially in the financial 


times that we are in, being young 
brings different ways of thinking 
to the council. Since I have been 
leader I think that I have shown 
that collectively with the county 
council and West Northampton¬ 
shire Development Corporation 


we can work together and 
achieve more.” 

In the fast-paced, completely 
interactive world that we now 
live in, Cllr Mackintosh is acces¬ 
sible to the electorate on levels 
that council leaders, and coun¬ 
cillors, were not just a couple of 
years ago. He uses Twitter to 
interact with residents and open 
up about what he does on a day- 
to-day basis. But this accessabil- 
ity can have its drawbacks. 

He has had to block users who 
have taken to abusing him 
online and he was also victim to 
a ‘troll’ (online bully) who set up 
an account pretending to be 
him. 

Cllr Mackintosh said: “Part of 
being a high-profile leader is that 
you get a lot of attention from a 
lot of different people. 

“With social media I try to be as 
visible and approachable as I 
can. I always try to answer every¬ 
one’s email personally and as 
quickly as I can. 

“But there is of course a draw¬ 
back to that and that is it gives 
people the opportunity to say 
things that aren’t true. I have had 
a troll who was making allega¬ 
tions about me. 

“Overall though I do feel that it 
is a good way to engage with 
people and let them know what 
is being done in Northampton 
and people can let me know any 
issues they may have.”

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New witness plea 
over club tragedy

POLICE investigating a crush at 
a former nightclub which left 
two women dead have launched 
a new appeal to find 28 key 
witnesses. 

University of Northampton 
student Nabila Nanfuka, 22, and 
Kingston University’s Danielle 
Jackson, 19, both died following 
the incident last October at Lava 
Ignite in St Peter’s Way, 
Northampton. 

The venue has since closed and 
re-opened as a gym. 

Officers are now contacting 
universities across the country in 
the hope of identifying the 28 
people they wish to speak to. 

As part of the new appeal, 
Northamptonshire Police have 
issued a poster using a photo 
from inside the club as the crush 
took place. 

They have also released CCTV 



clips and messages on Facebook, 
Twitter and the Force’s website. 

About 1,500 young people from 
all over the country attended the 


Wickedest Wickedest club night 
on Tuesday, October 18, 2012, 
into the early hours of the follow¬ 
ing day. 

Many were university students 
who travelled to the town in 
organised coaches. 

Detective Inspector Louise 
Hemingway said: “We are very 
conscious it is now a year on since 
this tragedy. 

“We have spoken to 1,000 
people who attended the event 
and this includes the emergency 
services and staff at the club. 

“There are a small number of 
key witnesses we have yet to 
speak to who were in the immedi¬ 
ate vicinity of where the two 
young women were crushed. 

“By speaking to these 28 we will 
get a clearer and comprehensive 
picture. 

“The families of those who 
died deserve an answer as you 
should not go to a nightclub 
and die.” 


Blaze-stricken building added to ‘at risk’ register 


A FIRE-RAVAGED building has been 
named as one of the most ‘at risk’ 
buildings in the region. 

The former Angel Hotel in Bridge 
Street, Northampton, which was 


gutted by a blaze in January, has 
now been deemed as vulnerable 
by English Heritage. 

The Grade II listed building 
houses Fat Cats and Balloon Bar. 


The organisation said adding 
buildings such as this to the list 
may be a step to secure its future. 

The bars remain closed as work 
continues on the property.

THE county council should lose 
16 councillors at next year’s 
local elections, it has been 
announced. 

The Local Government 
Boundary Commission for 
England published its final rec¬ 
ommendations for new electoral 
arrangements for Northampton¬ 
shire County Council on Tuesday. 

It came up with the proposals 
following an eight-week consulta¬ 
tion across the county. Almost 
100 submissions were made for 
the changes. 

The Commission’s final recom¬ 
mendations propose that 
Northamptonshire should be rep¬ 
resented by 57 county councillors 
in the future, 16 fewer than under 
the current arrangements. 

Max Caller, chairman of the 
Commission, said: “We are 
extremely grateful to the people 
of Northamptonshire who took 
the time and effort to send us 
their views. 

“The Commission 

considered every piece of 
evidence it received before final¬ 
ising these recommendations. 


“Across the county, we have 
sought to balance the views 
expressed to us by local people 
with the criteria we must apply 
when we are deciding new elec¬ 
toral arrangements. 

“As such, we believe these 
recommendations deliver elec¬ 
toral equality for local voters as 
well as reflecting the interests of 
communities across Northamp¬ 
tonshire. 

“In response to the views 
submitted to us during consulta¬ 
tion, we are proposing some 
changes to the recommendations 
we put forward in fune. In 
Northampton, we received 
evidence that proposed stronger 
and more identifiable boundaries 
for our Billing & Rectory Farm 
division as well as our proposed 
Tavalera division. 

“We have been able to include 


those suggestions as part of our 
final recommendations.” 

A spokesman for the council 
said: “The changes aim to ensure 
that each county councillor rep¬ 
resents approximately the same 
number of people and that the 
new electoral divisions reflect, as 
far as possible, the interests and 
identities of communities across 
the county. 

“It has been a lengthy process 
and we are pleased that we have 
now reached this stage.” 

The proposed new arrange¬ 
ments must now be implemented 
by Parliament. 

A draft order will be laid in 
Parliament in the next few 
months. 

The order would mean the new 
electoral arrangements would 
come into force at the county 
council elections next year.

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Fears as £50m 
rival retail park 
given go-ahead

PLANS to build a new £50 million retail 
development in a neighbouring town 
could ‘jeopardise’ the future of 
Northampton, a council leader has said. 

East Northamptonshire Council gave 
the green light for the out-of-town shop¬ 
ping area at Rushden Lakes last week. 

But Northampton Borough Council 
leader David Mackintosh has said he is 
‘disappointed’ that planning permission 
was granted to LXB Retail Properties Pic 
for the site close to the A45. 

Because of the size of the development, 
the Secretary of State will decide whether 
the application should be called in for 
further consideration. 

Cllr Mackintosh said: “The proposed 
Rushden Lakes development could jeop¬ 
ardise all of the hard work we have done, 
and that would put jobs and investment 
at risk. This is unacceptable and we have 
objected to the proposal in the strongest 
possible way. 

“With people’s jobs and millions of 
pounds of investment at risk we have a 
duty to protect Northampton, our his¬ 
toric county town.” 

Director at LXB, Gavin Stollar, said: 



“Getting the planning permission from 
ENC is a massive step. We are not crack¬ 
ing open any champagne as there are 21 
days to see whether the council’s deci¬ 
sion is acceptable. 

“It will now be looked at by the 
Secretary of State to see if it needs to be 
called in and we hope it will not be. 

“But in going into this discussion we 
have the support of ENC, 
Wellingborough Council, Rushden Town 
Council, Higham Lerrers Town Council 
and Higham Lerrers Chamber of Trade.” 

The development, which is expected to 
start construction next autumn, will 
comprise a home and garden centre, 
retail units, a drive-thru restaurant, lake¬ 
side visitor centre and restaurants. 

A hotel, creche and leisure club will also 
be included and it is estimated that the 
site will attract more than three million 
visitors annually with 2,000 jobs created.

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Citroen’s ‘cut above’ DS 
range 


CITROEN fires a cheeky broadside at 
Mercedes, BMW, Audi et al with its most 
sumptuous and sophisticated DS yet. 

Everyone loves the DS3, fewer were 
so enthusiastic about the DS4 and now 
there’s the DS5 - so far the ultimate 
expression of Citroen’s ‘cut above’ DS 
brand intended to evoke the spirit of the 
marque’s glory days when it had the 
confidence and charisma to build one of 
the most beautiful saloons ever and call 
it ‘The Goddess’. 

It was undoubtedly a smart move by 
Citroen to revive the iconic DS badge 
for a range of luxurious, premium-style 
models to sell alongside its mainstream 
C-badged hatchbacks, saloons and 
MPV/utility offerings. 

Not that DS remains a play on the 
French word deesse, or goddess. Now it 
stands for Different Spirit, a branding 
initiative realised through high spec 
levels, distinctive cosmetics and an aura 
of luxury, performance, innovation and 
exclusivity outside the remit of its 
regular models. 

Even the double chevron emblem has 
a softer, more three-dimension look for 
the DS models 

The DS5, based on the C5, completes 
the first raft of DS models. 

And it’s easily the most intriguing. A 
dramatically-styled crossover of some 
complexity blending elements of high- 
riding soft-roader, family hatch, coupe 
and sports estate. It’s also available with 
a diesel/electric powertrain. What we’re 
not lacking here is ambition. 

Already seen in Peugeot 3008 and 
508, the DS5 is the first Citroen model 
to feature PSA’s HYbrid4 technology. It’s 
an appealing set-up that uses a 163bhp 
2.0-litre HDi engine to drive the front 
wheels and a 37bhp electric motor to 
power the rear wheels. 

Smart, too, as it endows the DS5 with 
a different powertrain option for almost 
every day of the working week: front, 



rear or four-wheel drive [with C02 
emissions of 99g/km], plus the ability to 
run electric power alone with zero 
emissions. 

The more conventional alternative is a 
158bhp 2.0-litre diesel engine, driving 
the front wheels through a torque 
converter six-speed automatic gearbox 
or a manual six-speeder. 

Whichever powertrain you choose, 
there’s an over-arching, long-legged 
effortlessness to the manner in which 
the DS5 goes about its business which, 
in combination with the elevated and 
very comfortable driving position, 
makes it particularly relaxing company 
on a long trip. 

As the DS3 is based on C3 and the 
DS4 closely related to the C4, you might 
expect the DS5 to be C5-flavoured. 

Stylistically it is, but underneath 
there’s a stretched version of the C4’s 
platform, so it’s a little longer and 
slightly narrower than a C5. 

Additionally, DS design cues like the 
scalloped air intakes in the front 
bumper help distinguish it from its 
humbler sibling. As for accommodation, 
the physical dimensions of the cabin 
differ little from the C5’s which means 
plenty of room up front and a 


comfortable rear compartment with 
ample leg and headroom for a brace of 
six-footers which doesn’t come at the 
expense of boot space which is large, 
practically shaped and accessed via a 
wide opening hatch. 

Expect to pay between £22,000 and 
£32,000 for your DS5, depending on 
trim level and powertrain, with the 
Hybrid4 topping out the range and the 
158bhp 2.0 diesel anticipated to be the 
most popular at just under £26,000. 

Citroen sees the DS5 not only as a 
Gallic alternative to 3 Series BMWs, Audi 
A4s, Lexus IS250s and the like but also, 
being the crossover that it is, appealing 
to people who might be considering an 
Audi Q5, an Infiniti EX or even an MPV- 
like very similarly priced Ford S-MAX. 

The most basic trim-level, DSign, 
comes equipped with keyless go, cruise 
control, electric windows all-round, air 
conditioning and Bluetooth. 

DStyle models get part leather seats, 
sat-nav and a reversing camera. 

The flagship DSport models get full 
leather massage seats and front parking 
sensors.

DOMINIC Waldouck has some good 
memories of playing in the 
Heineken Cup and is enjoying once 
again being a part of Europe’s 
premier club competition after a 
three-year absence.

Dowson warns of 
French onslaught

PHIL Dowson knows from his first 
taste of Heineken Cup rugby at 
Stade Ernest-Wallon 11 years ago 
the physical challenge that 
Northampton Saints will face when 
they travel to France to face Castres 
tomorrow night. 

The second match in Pool Four has 
been moved from the French side's 
home of Stade Pierre-Antoine to 
Toulouse, although the Saints are 
expecting a partisan crowd and a 
hard battle. 

Back in 2001, Dowson was still in 
his first season with Newcastle 
Falcons and was featuring as a 
replacement against Toulouse, but 
straight away found himself up 
against one of France’s all-time great 
locks. 

“I came off the bench when I was 21 
and ran a short line, I think it was 
from Jamie Noon, and got my head 
taken off by Fabien Pelous. 

“I don’t remember a huge amount 
of it, but it was a very steep learning 
curve.” 

To make matters worse, Newcastle 
also lost the match 33-13, yet 
bizarrely it sparked a love of playing 
European rugby that remains with 
Dowson to this day. 

“It’s one of those experiences with 
the after-match function, the French 
know how to do it and they certainly 
turn on the style,” he said. ‘It was a 
good experience and from then on 
Europe has been very special.” 

Castres are somewhat familiar foes 
for Northampton; this is the third 


season in a row that they have been 
drawn together in the same pool. 
That first season saw Jim Mallinder’s 
men run out 23-12 winners in the 
away match - with Dowson scoring a 
try as they romped through Pool One 
unbeaten before finishing the tour¬ 
nament as runners-up to Leinster. 

But the 2011-12 campaign was a 
different story, with Castres com¬ 
pounding a miserable start to the 
group for the Saints by handing them 
a 41-22 defeat on their own turf. 

Dowson missed last season’s loss in 
France due to injury, but is well 
aware of the problems Castres can 
pose and what Northampton need to 
do to ensure that they come away 
with a victory. 

“The game away from home [in 
2010-11], we took every opportunity 
that was offered to us and we scored 
some unbelievable tries,” Dowson 
said. 

“Every time there is an opportunity 
to score, we have to do that. They've 
got an unbelievable record at home 
and I don't think it will be any differ¬ 
ent. 

“French sides are a different animal 
at home and once they get momen¬ 
tum with the wind at their backs then 
they are difficult to stop. 

“They have got a huge pack of for¬ 
wards, as all of the French sides seem 
to have, and they've got an unbeliev¬ 
able desire to attack and play, which 
makes defending tough. 

“They've brought a few new guys 
in, but they’ve got a similar shape 
and feel and they’ll be saying the 
same things, I’m sure.” 

Both teams won their opening 
matches.

Numbers of police officers are important but the 
real issue is how effectively they are used, says 
Adam Simmonds.“l am pleased to see Northants 
Police achieving efficiencies but there is much more 
scope to put more resources into effective front line 
policing. 

“It’s important to recognize too that whilst police 
numbers did rise for a few years, Northamptonshire 
today has more police officers, and more PCSOs than in 
2004, under a Labour government and a Labour-chaired 
police authority. In addition numbers of special 
constables have gone up too. 

“But my Safest Place in England campaign is committed 
to getting more officers back to the front line where they 
are visible and have a real impact. 

“I don't believe there have been rigorous review of 
command structure, estate management or indeed 
deployment of officers or resources by the Police 
Authority. And I am yet to be convinced that the current 
model for shared services with Cheshire Police works for 
Northamptonshire. 

“The frontline is very important and that looks like an 
improving picture now. But command structure and 
deployment practises need to demonstrate the very best 
value for money and it is possible that a review of senior 
management numbers could free up cash which could be 
redirected into front-line policing. Officers on the beat 
have not been given the kind of mobile technology and 
through it, intelligence, that could seriously strengthen the 
local visible policing that is really vital in the fight against 
crime. 

'"In terms of deployment PCSOs are a clear example. 

They should have additional common sense powers, 
more flexibility and be better able to meet community 
needs so they can be in the right places at the right times. 

“I want to see greater leadership on a whole range of 
issues. Also I would have expected by now a plan which 
sees an expensive, large and somewhat removed police 
headquarters building at Wootton Hall disposed of, 
moving resources from back office to the all important 
frontline. 



999 CALL HANDLING A SCANDAL 
SAYS ADAM SIMMONDS 


Northamptonshire Police say they have taken 
on more staff following a call by Adam 
Simmonds, the Conservative candidate to be 
Northamptonshire’s first elected police and 
crime commissioner, for an enquiry into 999 
calls to the police going unanswered. 

Through a freedom of information enquiry he has 
found that staff numbers answering 999 calls to the 
police had been cut by the equivalent of more than 
20 full time posts, leading to emergency calls being 
answered more slowly and hundreds not even 
being answered at all. 

Official figures reveal that in August 2011, more 
than 93% of 999 calls were answered within 10 
seconds; but that percentage had plummeted to 
just over 57% this August. 

In the first six months of 2011,90 calls were not 
answered at all by the Northamptonshire control 
room. In the same period this year the figure 
rocketed to 245. 

Says Adam Simmonds, “This is an absolute 
scandal. Northamptonshire Police has made deep 
cuts in its 999 response service and as a result the 
promptness and quality of responses has 
deteriorated badly. 

“I also know, from speaking to many victims who 
have tried to report crimes, that non emergency 
calls to the police often go unanswered too. If 
victims and other people cannot get through to 
report a crime, how can we believe that the crime 
figures are as low as the police say they are? 

“I am appalled that of all the efficiencies which 
could have been made in the policing budget, the 


999 response service was chosen. It didn’t need to 
be. There is plenty of other scope for making 
efficiency savings without cutting the most front¬ 
line, emergency service on which the public 
demand and expect rapid response. 

“Economies could have been made in other areas 
without affecting service to the public. The senior 
police pay bill tops well over £1 m, with 
headquarters offices in an expensive, elitist 
headquarters building. And there is more than one 
manager for every three front line officers. 



setting out the response times people can expect 
and a new call centre approach for anti-social 
behaviour reporting. 

“I am very concerned by the current quality of 
service - the basic foundation of a police force is it 
promptly responds to emergencies, and Northants 
Police is failing in that duty. 

“This is despite Northamptonshire Police being 
criticized by the Independent Police Complaints 
Commission for how they had mismanaged an 
abandoned 999 call from one of the household 
during the Wootton family murder. 

“All of this is an extremely serious matter and local 
people need to be reassured that the 999 service 
upon which they rely at times of serious crime or in 
relation to matters of life and death, is set to 
dramatically recover from its present very poor 
position.” 


“I have a real concern that cuts have been not 
properly thought through and have been too deep in 
this area. Economies could be made elsewhere, 
particularly on back office services, buildings, rank 
structure and cutting bureaucracy instead of front 
line call management being a much larger than 
average area for cutting.
